Now the Federal Trade Com- 
mission ‘has started an investi- 
gation of food. prices, on top of 
the investigation just completed 
by. the National Commission on 
Food Marketing. ; 

THERE IS extensive evidence 
that the jump in the price of 
some. staples is much greater 
than warranted by the increase 
in farm prices. : 

The most. glaring example is 
the recent.jump in the price of 
bread. It has gone up three cents 
a pound loaf to a new high of 
30 cents in some large cities. 

But U.S. Agriculture Secretary 
Orville.Freeman has pointed out | 
that the farm cost of the in- 
gredients (wheat, skim .milk, 
ete.) has risen only one-half of 
one cent. In fact, the entire farm 
cost of all the ingredients in that 
loaf of bread amounts to less 
than four cents. - 

THE CRUELEST blow is that 
some of the biggest jumps have 
been on foods used most by mod- 
erate-income families. 

One of our readers, Mrs. M. 
H. of Lusten, Minn., has kept 
close records of her costs. 

She writes: 

“Your statement that it is not 
easy for moderate income fam- 
ilies to be more selective in their 
buying is the most comforting I 
have seen. Official pronounce- 
ments about beating inflation by | 
being more selective infuriates | 
me. If middle-class people buy 
the cheaper cuts, what are the | 
poor going to eat? | 

“There are seven in my fam- | 
ily. My last year’s income was | 
less than $2,000. 

“T do not think the Labor De- | 
partment’s figures reflect the 
true impact of inflation on lower 
income people because they rep- 
resent middle class buying hab- 
its, and the inflation is greater 
on lower cost items. Of course, | 
I am not able to shop around! 
for specials because I live in an 
isolated location. But poor peo- 
ple in cities are seldom able to 
either. They do not have cars, 
and who can afford bus fare for

Unionists up and. down the 
state have been asked not to, buy 
plants from Hines Nurseries. 

The company, located in Tus- 
tin, ships all over the state, ac- 
cording to Archie Neal, secre- 
tary-treasurer of Fruit and Pro- 
duce Drivers, Warehousemen and 
Employees 630 of Los Angeles. 

Members of Local 630 have 
been on strike at Hines since 
May 10. Neal said the firm has 
refused to bargain collectively. 

Hines employees, classified as 
agricultural laborers, are denied 
protection of labor laws. They 
receive $1.30 and hour and no 
guaranteed fringe benefits, ac- 
cording to Neal. 

“The company is being hurt 
badly here in Los Angeles,” Neal 
said. “But Hines ships all over 
the state, and we need the help 
from our brothers and sisters in 
the labor movement elsewhere 
if we are to bring this intransi- 
gent firm to the bargaining 


“If other unions can give us 
this kind of help we have been 
getting here from the Retail 
Clerks, the Laborers, Teamsters 
and other unions,” he added, “we 
will score a breakthrough which 
can lead to better lives for more 
than 10,000 nursery workers in 
Southern California.”

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Katzenbach pinpoints real 
‘agitators’ in race riots 


Have race riots in major cities been fomented by. agi- 
tators? 

Here’s how U.S. Attorney General Nicholas Katzenbach 
answered that question before a Senate subcommittee a few 
days ago: 

“The Department of Justice,” Katzenbach said, “has 
looked carefully into the causes of the riots. We conclude 
that they were indeed fomented by agitaters — agitators 
named disease and despair, joblessness and hopelessness, rat- 
infested housing and long-impacted cynicism. 

“These sources of agitation,” Katzenbach continued, “are 
not the product of Communists or black nationalists or ter- 
rorists. They are the product of generations of indifference 
by all the American people to the rot and rust and mold 
which we have allowed to eat into the core of our cities.” 

Katzenbach said there was some evidence that left-wing 
extremists had attempted to capitalize on riots once they 
were under way in the Watts area of Los Angeles and the 
Hough district of Cleveland. 

“But there is no indication that these riots were planned, 
controlled or run by extreme left-wing elements,” he de- 
clared. 

The attorney general admitted current administration 
programs to cope with urban ills are inadequate. But they 
“are a beginning,” he said. 

He announced a Justice Department program to make $i 
million available to cities to train pelicemen in the art of 
community relations. 

Some unpredictable event, Katzenbach said, could toucn 
off rioting in “30 to 40 cities.” 

“I don’t know of a city that is not facing a serious prob- 
lem today,” Katzenbach told the subcommittee.

Current inflation hurts unionists in at least three important 
ways: 

elt is used as an argument against adequate wages— 
despite the fact that rising prices keep making us poorer in 
terms of the purchasing power of our paychecks. 


© Profits reaped by many of our employers keep going up 
—even though the federal government's guidelines are used 
by them in negotiations to keep our wage increases down. 


e Interest rates have risen four times since November, 
making our necessary installment purchases more expensive 
and reducing jobs for unionists employed in the home building 
industry. 

The first two of these trends collided head-on during the 
recent airline strike. 

The airline industry has been making record profits in 
recent years. But wages of airline mechanics had remained on 
an austerity basis—lagging far behind those of auto and truck 
mechanics in some areas. 


The airline pact has shattered the federal wage guidelines 
for good. 

Unionists in other industries whose wages have lagged 
behind their productivity rates and the profits of their em- 
ployers can be thankful. Their efforts to catch up with rising 
living costs will be correspondingly easier this year. 


Even then, some big employers — like Western Electric, 
General Electric and Westinghouse — are trying to use the 
now-defunct guidelines to impose inadequate wage increases 
for contracts expiring in 1966. 

These attempts are ill-advised. The demands of unionists 
in these and many other industries are legitimate ones to catch 
up with soaring living costs and rising profits and productivity 
rates. In the long run, viewed in this light, these wage demands 
are not necessarily inflationary. 

Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirtz noted in a tele- 
vision interview Sunday that recent price increases in steel 
and the latest bank interest hikes did more to stimulate infla- 
tion than the airline settlement. 

AFLCIO Research Director Nathaniel Goldfinger put the 
whole matter into sharp focus a few weeks ago. He said that 
between 1960 and 1965, corporate profits after taxes went up 
67 per cent, while total wage and fringe benefit payments to 
all workers rose only 33 per cent. 

These are the real facts behind the increased rank-and-file 
union pressure for higher wages now being felt throughout the 
nation. 


GOP’s Ev & civil rights 


Republican leader Everett McKinley Dirksen told the US. 
Senate he’s against any open housing guarantee in the 1966 
Civil Rights Bill —~ even the watered-down one passed by the 
House. 

Instead, Dirksen says we should study the matter for two 
more years. 

“You don’t hit a solution overnight or off the top of your 
head in a matter as complicated as this,” the GOP leader told 
reporters sonorously—obviously feeling secure that history is 
on his side because the whole matter of equal rights has already 
been under study now for some 100 years. 

Yet Dirksen and his kind are the first ones to speak sharply 
at any sign of Negro impatience at further delays in the path 
toward full equality.

LABOR-LIBERAL COALITION IS URGED 
TO ASSERT ITS BELIEFS BY HENNING 


From an address to the Sixth Convention, 


California. Labor Federation 


By Under Secretary of Labor John F. Henning 


The labor-liberal coalition won 
in ’58 and it won in ’62 by direct 
assertion of the progressive lib- 
eral traditions of American po- 
litical life. This is no time for a 
hesitation waltz. This is no time 
for the labor-liberal coalition to 
take a posture just a little bit 
to the left of Reagan or just a 
little bit to the left of Jim Crow. 
You have to speak out on the 
doctrines to which you are com- 
mitted. And you do it. You do 
it. The Democratic Party must 
do it. There can be no equivoca- 
tion. They stand either with la- 
bor or they stand alone in the 
hour of crisis. 

And this is the time for the 
common assertion of the good- 
ness of the liberal tradition; this 
is the time to assert the rights 
of labor, the rights of all free 
men, to enjoy the values of 
American life. 

‘DON’T IMITATE REAGAN’ 

Now, there may be a tendency 
that “wise” men have proposed, 
that could seduce the coalition. 
It will never seduce you. But 
there are those people who say, 
in this campaign, “Don’t talk 
about the American Negro. Don’t 
talk about the American Negro.” 

If you hold your silence on the 
question that involves not only 
22 million Negroes but 195 mil- 
lion Americans, then you are 
not worthy of victory. That goes 
for all of us. 


If you hoid your silence on 
this issue, you only imitate 
Reagan at his worst. Reagan was 
confronted by one lone Negro in 
a conference in the primary 
campaign, and he didn’t have 
the stamina to endure a dia- 
logue with the Negro. The Negro 
questioned him on his heliefs 
and his concepts, and he had a 
temper tantrum. He ran out of 
the room. ¥ 

You have to face up to the 
glories and the tragedies of 
American life. We have to meet 
the Negro agony and the White 
agony. 

We know that there are Negro 
racists and White racists who 
will never be satisfied until Ne- 
gro and White men greet each 
other with gunfire on the streets 


of America. They don’t want 
brotherhood. We know that. 

But, we know that the militant 
Negro community is but a micro- 
scopic percentage of the Negro 
people of this nation; and we 
know the same of the White 
community. Those who speak in 
terms of racist hatreq represent 
a microscopic percentage of the 
white community. 


MUST BE ANSWERED 


We have to answer the mad- 
men of any community. We can’t 
sit in silence when we hear in 
the streets of our city chants of 
racial hatred, whether they be 
directed against White or Negro 

They heard those chants in 
Germany in the 1930s. When the 
masses are seduced to chant race 
hatred, the blood and _ the 
tyranny of hatred is not far from 
human behavior. We have to an- 
swer that. We have to speak out 
against it. We have to curb and 
restrain that kind of tyranny. 

But, we have to also make 
it clear that every American, 
whatever his race, his color, his 
creed or his nationa] origin, has 
a right to register without being 
stopped; he has a right to rear 
his children in decency, without 
being mobbed or assaulted. We 
have the duty and the moral 
obligation to say that every 
American, by his very presence 
in this magnificent land, is en- 
titled to all the values of our 
system: economic, social, educa- 
tional. 

No man has a right to draw 
a line of hostility on the Negro 
people as they seek equality be- 
fore the law. 

Now, we are aware — many 
liberals are agonizingly aware 
that the Negro has proven him- 
self as immoral as the White. 
Racial judgments are allways 
dangerous, my friends. Remem- 
ber this, when you read of riots 
by Negroes or Whites, remember 
this: that it was one of the 
greatest white nations of history 
—if we can judge greatness in 
terms of scholarship and cul- 
tural attainment — it was one 
of the greatest. white nations of 
history that sent six million 


Jews into the gas ovens of ex- 
termination, to avoid the racial 
indictment. 

But, beyond all this, we hafe 
to face the question. Reagan 
won’t face it. Can you imagine, 
if this man—by any horrible 
accident of history—were Gover- 
nor, facing a group of Negroes 
in the office of Governor in Sac- 
ramento? Can you imagine him 
having a temper tantrum and, 
with the dignity of office abon- 
doned, refusing to face the 
agony? 


Reagan hasn’t the capacity to 
stand up before it; he hasn’t the 
convictions; and he hasn’t the 
persistence. 

It isn’t the place for a parrot. 


Brink of disaster 


The National Farm Workers 
Association, and their allies in 
the AFLCIO, were on the brink 
of disaster several weeks ago, 
when the DiGiorgio Corp. con- 
ducted fake “elections” with the 
help of the Teamsters Union. 
The Teamsters apparently en- 
tered this unholy alliance be- 
cause of inability to resist im- 
proper expansion of their mem- 
bership in food processing an 
distribution. s. 


In his first positive step in the 
long strike, Governor Brown pre- 
vented a phony contract—which 
would have certainly frozen out 
the NFWA — by appointing an 
impartial investigator to check 
charges that the “elections” 
were fraudulent.
